Founders' Day honours the 
birth of James McGill on Octo- 
ber 6, 1744 in Glasgow, Scotland. 
His will, made on Mqrch 8, 1811 
said in part: "I give and devise 
all that track,,, of knd, com 
monly called Burnslde... to 
trustees who shall convey (said 
property) to the Royal Institute 
for the Advancement of Learn 
ing... and who... shall erect 
and establish a university or col- 
lege..; The said university shall 
bo named McGill College..,." 

20 INITIAL REGISTRANTS 

When McGUl first opened its 
doors on September 6, 1843, 
there were 20 registrants, 17 of 
whom elected to study the Clas- 
sics while the remaining three 
choose mathematics. 

Conditions were so poor dur- 
ing the first few years that stu- 
dents had to share a room with 
a professor. Cattle crazed on the 
unfenced fields, and the campus 
was generally overrun with 
weeds. 

The university in time became 
a working unit, with rules and 
regulations not quite comparable 
to those of today. Freshmen had 
to remove their hats out of re- 
spect to their upperclassmen. 
No student wu permitted to 
leave the grounds unless they 
were dressed in the 'plain cloth- 
ing ungamished by any "super- 
fluous ornament" which was the 
standard of the university. 'Visi- 
tors could not be entertained in 
the rooms after 10 pm and ta- 
verns , were not accessible to 
students without special permi^^ 
sion of the vlcfrprincipal 
■ i .•'•<.i.!t {■'< •;, . 
The jFounder'a Day ceremonies 
originated in 1919 and 1020 when 
special lectures were given for 



the staff. In 1024, the first real 
Founder's Day Convocation was 
held, and it has been an annual 
event since. 



DR. PENFIELD SPEAKS 

In honour of Founder's Day, 
Dr. ■\Vildcr Penfield of the Mon- 
treal Keurological Institute will 
lecture on the history of medical 
education at McGill. The Mon- 
treal Neurological Institute was 
founded 25 years ' ago and has 
since won ^international renown 
for its clinical and scientific 
work as well as for graduate 
teaching. 

The present Institute was built 
with the financial support of a 
group of public-spirited Montreal 
citizens. The Rockefeller Foun- 
dation gavô an endowment of a 
million dollars to the university 
to finance the work of the scient- 
ific laboratories of the Institute. 
Both the City of Montreal and 
the Province of Quebec have 
made annual grants, which have 
increased- as the work has gone 
forward.

The same thing hfjp- 
pened over and over again with the imaginative fancies 
of Jules Verne, whose wildest ideas were eclipsed by 
inventions now taken for granted. Scientific progress made 
obsolete the adventures of the legendary Tom Swift, wiio 
in his day piovided hot reading with his motorcyc'o and 
other fantastic gadgets. 

Outside of literjiture, hard-headed l ealists of one sort 
'or another have always been busy pricking i-omantic bub- 
bles. Exploration and colonization of new lands put an end 
to fantastic legends about the teiritories and their fabu- 
lous natives. And what wonders, did. exist wei e generally 
destroyed by the conquerers to make room for their settle- 
ments. ■ t 

Such is the way of the world. Dreams and fancies are 
rudely shattered by the neutral seekers after truth. 
Progress continues, and the next time we look at the moon, 
we will see it in a different light. Knowing its most jea- 
lously guarded secret, we'll find its romantic aura consi-, 
dei-ably dimmed. !

There's more to come. It won't jbe long bèfore the 
rocketeers tell us that there aren't really any Martians 
either.

Every year there are several vacancies oo the Woroen'à^thletie 
Association councils and committees. In most cases academic "dif- 
ficulties" are the cause for these unfilled posts.

This year a good many "wheels" were axed from the univers- 
ity. Some of the fault is to be blamed on campus organizations 
who do not take into consideration the academic records of its 
executives and further burden poor students with heavy office 
duties. 

Athletically, no student carrying a subject is eligible for inter- 
colleuiate play. This is strictly enforced although It may mean 
fielding a weak team.
